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Get  on  TRAC 


PAC  laboratory  that  is  a 
Transporation 
Reasearch  Activities 
Center. 

to  the  TRAC  PAC  labo- 
ratory that  was  a  Trans- 
portation Research  Ac- 
tivities Center. 

TRAC  sent  out 
teams  of  INDOT  engi- 
neers into  the  schools 
with  the  TRAC  PAC/ 
which  consisted  of  a 
computer,  a  set  of  elec- 
tronic probes  and  other 
lab  equipment,  and 
more  than  two  dozen  in- 
teractive and  hands-on 
activities  based  on  the 
real-world  transporta- 
tion problems.  Students 


worked  in  teams  as 
transportation  officials 
and  engineers  do  on  a 
daily  basis.  This 
program's  purpose  was 
to  inflict  an  interest 
among  students  for 
transportation  and  civil 
engineering  careers. 

"Manual's  lead 
teacher,  Mr.  Mike 
Moore,  is  a  fine  example 
of  that  joint  effort.  His 
initial  and  on  going  en- 
thusiasm about  the 
TRAC  program  has  re- 
sulted in  an  increased 
awareness  of  transpor- 
tation-related issues. 
INDOT  engineers  who 
deliver  the  program  to 
the  school  give  students 
real  insight  into  what  it' s 


like  to  work  in  transpor- 
tation, and  the  students 
have  responded  posi- 
tively," Thomas  said. 

The  actual  TRAC 
PAC  setup  was  a  track 
with  magnetic  strips 
going  up  and  down  it. 
The  cars  had  small  mag- 
netic pieces  under  them. 
As  the  car  went  down 
the  track,  a  motion  de- 
tector relayed  speed, 
distance,  velocity,  im- 
pact, and  the  force  of  the 
vehicle  depending  on 
which  condition.  It  was 
the  how-to  engineering 
and  math  of  transporta- 
tion inolving  a  real  prob- 
lem-solving activity. 

The  students  took 
on  SIM  City.  SIM  City 
was  a  computer  pro- 


gram where  students 
had  to  build,  run  and 
maintain  a  living  work- 
ing city.  They  had  a  set 
budget  and  a  number  of 
possible  scenarios  that  a 
city  could  encounter 
ranging  from  natural  di- 
sasters to  an  economic 
disruption  and  down- 
fall. 

"SIM  builds  that 
social  aspect  of  science 
as  a  whole.  It  relates  to 
the  management  of  so- 
ciety, and  it  helps  to  have 
a  better  persepective  of 
the  economics  of  a  run- 
ning city,"  commented 
Kent  Edwards.
